The conven- 
tion of districts Nos. 1, 7 and 9, United 
Mine "Workers of America, which dis- 
tricts comprise the entire anthracite 
field, has made a provisional strike 
declaration, leaving the;date to be de- 
cided by the erecutive boards of the 
three districts. This was practically 
the last official act of'the delegates, 
and the convention adjourned sine 
die. 
The adoption of the resolution- 


containing the ultimatum of the mine 
workers -was followed by a scene of 
wild enthusiasm and the opera house 
rang wicn the acclamations of the del- 
egates who, with lusty cheers, ap- 
proved the work of the spec-la! reso- 
lution committee and expressed their 
confidence in President Mitchell. 


After the adoption of the resolution 


President Mitch-ell made this state- 
ment: "The resolution recites the ef- 
forts- ma.de by the representatives of 
the anthracite mine workers to secure I 
a Joint conference: <-.£J!s,..attention to I 
the repeated violations of the prom- 
ises convoyed in their notices posted 
ono year ago. as well as their failure 
to carry cut the verbal understanding 
reached with the representatives on 
the coal-carrying railroads last March. 
The resolution calls attention to the 
wage scale which was drafted and 
unanimously adopted by the conven- 
tion, the essential features of which 
are: A shorter workday; a minimum 
day wage scale; uniform increase in 
wages oa thy weighing of coal wher- 
ever the physical conditions -of mining 
would make it practicable. 
It pro- 


vides, however, that before resorting 
to any drastic measures, and with a 
lingering hope for the -peaceful solu- 
tion, of the perplexing problem, an 
appeal be madu to the executive com- 
mittee of the industrial department oJ 
the National Civic Federation. Should 
the Civic Federation refuse to act, or 
should they fail in their efforts to 
effect a satisfactory adjustment prior 
to April 1, and if after that date nego- 
tiations are still pending-, all anthra- 
cite mine workers except those neces- 
sary to keep the mines in repair 
shall remain away from the mines.
